Chairman Galbiati told Bowen 
he was not satisfied with his ex- 
planations for the delay of West 
School plans and he added, ‘*May= 
be somebody’s hands should be 
slapped . . .

Committeeman Doherty added 
that ‘‘it makes much more sense 
to ask for a third complete school 
rather than an addition’’ because

Manager Bowen responded by

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Editorial Comment 


Relearning A Lesson 


Monday a week ago at a public meeting Selectman 
Sidney P. While presented to the secretary of the board a 
letter from the president of the Firemen’s Relief Assn. 
rotesting an administrative decision about an injury 

leave for a lieutenant in the fire department. 
Although the unsealed letter was addressed to the 


town manager, Selectman White said he had been asked to 
| bring the letter to the board and he reported that he had 
lone so because he ‘‘thought it was only fair. . . to hear 
first hand (the manager’s) interpretation of the case.’’ 
The move was premature. 


In 1964 the present town manager wrote into the rules 
and regulations for town employees a grievance procedure 
which gave municipal employees, for the first time in 
Andover history, the stated right to protest their lot and a 
four-step method for seeking redress. 

Employees of the fire department (as well as the public 
works and school departments) are now further protected 
by union locals which bargain for and protect the rights of 
workers in the departments they represent. 

So until every established and legal means of seeking 


a solution to a personnel grievance has been exhausted, 
there is no reason for any employee to appeal for the 
assistance of elected officials nor any reason for 
elected officials to make routine personnel matters the 
subject for open controversy. 


Mr. White should have insisted upon delivery of the 
letter directly to the town manager. This is what would 
have been in the best interest of the man involved and 
the town. 

Whatever it was the selectman started out to prove, the 
one lesson to be learned from the whole affair is an age- 
old one — whenever you mix politics and personnel, you 
create more problems than you solve. 


A Question 


On May 6 Andover will pay tribute not only to the 
Founders of this historic town, but to present-day em- 
ployees and volunteer public servants as well. 

The annual Founders’ Day observance is to be held at 
Memorial Hall Library where the Board of Selectmen will 
announce the winner of the William Rhoads Memorial 
Award to the Employee of the Year and where long-term 
employees and board members will receive service pins 
and certificates.

We wish to express our thanks 
to our many Andover friends and 
neighbors, Their sincere concern 
for our safety during Friday’s 
storms will long be remembered 
by Bob and myself, 

Next to an earthquake, a tornado 


is the most unpredictable and des= 
tructive of nature’s weapons, It can 
leave one block untouched, yet level 
the next one with winds as high as 
500 miles an hour - three times 
the force of the strongest hurri- 
cane, leaving witnesses powerless 
even to describe its horror, 

Our village was mercifully 
spared, But to the dazed survivors 
of the tornadoes that smashed 
neighboring Illinois communities 
Friday, it must have seemed as

Dr. Rino A. Johnson, director 
of higher education for HEW’s 
Region I urged in his statement 
that such students get in touch 
immediately with financial aid 
officers at the college and apply 
for a job, loan, grant or other 
assistance for which they may be 
eligible, Region I is comprised 
of the states of Connecticut, Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island and Vermont, 

‘‘Frequently,’’ Dr, Johnson said, 
‘we get last-minute requests for 
information on financial aid from 
students who are not aware of the 
fact that the college which has 
accepted them may have 
Federally-supported and other 
programs of assistance which 
could help see them through, Appli- 
cation for financial aid should be 
made as soon as possible directly 
to the college financial aid officer, 
since three of the four major pro= 
grams are administered directly 
by the colleges.”’ 

The four major Federal pro= 
grams of financial aid to students, 
available to eligible students in 
any field of study, are; The Na- 
tional Defense Student Loan Pro= 
gram, the College Work-Study 
Program, the Educational Oppor= 
tunity Grants Program, and the 
Guaranteed Loan Program, 

During the 1967-68 academic 
year it is expected that these four 
programs together will enable 
about 1,175,000 undergraduate stu= 
dents throughout the Nation to 
attend institutions of higher edu-
